THE TAIPINGSHAN HENUMPTION ORDINANCH,

The Chinese themselves lost soveral hun- 
dred mon by the firet fire of the enemy's 
ships of war, Jn the mesnwhile the main 
body of the Japanese troops began to 
retreat rapidly southwards, followed up by 
our cavalry and light troops, slaughtering 
many on the route, night alone stopping 
further pursuit. It was thon leurned that 
General Kel Chi-elae had mede a délour 
with hie troups and had attacked the enomy 
in tho rear, which materially aided the 
‘Iost-named rout of the enemy, Huung; 
chow (Huangje) hod also dallen into 
General Yeh’s bands, where he hud been 
weloomed by 5,000 Curean troops holding 
that city, It is nlso lenrued that besides 
these, 3,000 Pingyang troops are alaa with 
General You's army. 

‘All the country north of Singebing and 
K-aich'éng (Katsony), about furty miles 
north of Seoul, on the 23rd, wae olear of 
the enemy. At K'aich‘ing the Japanese 
hove made o stand, having strong forts 
at that city.
